WASHINGTON, April 30.—The- sets 
ond day of the Gommonweal Army in 
Washington was spent by Commandor 
Coxey in making arrangements witha 
the authorities for his May-day demon- 
stration and by the men in the miser- 
able little camp up at Brightwood, 
grumbling at the poor fare provided 
for them. The long-advertised proces- 
sion will start tomorrow morning at 
9 o’clock, if the programme is carried 
out, and the Good-roads Army will 
march past the White House, War De- 
partment, Treasury and up Pennsyl- 
vania: avenue past the Capitol. Nine 
mounted policemen will ride at the 
head of the procession. If the army at- 
tempts to march into the Capitol 
grounds it will be stopped and its lead- 
ers arrested if they persist. 

Mr. Coxey saw Maj. Moore, the Chief 
of Police, and amnounced to him his 
intention of speaking on the Capitol 
steps.. Some Commonwealers intimate 
that when repulsed the army will dis- 
band, its members will enter the 
grounds as individuals and then do 
their speech-making under the statue 
of Christopher Columbus at the steps. 
“If they do,’’ says Maj. Moore, “they 
will be arrested.”’ 

Having finished their public demon- 
stration the Commonweal soldiers. will 
march to a vacant lot at Second and 
M street, southwest, where they will 
pitch their tents and the leaders an- 
nounce this will be the permanent 
camp of the Army of Peace. Other 
contingents are expected to join them 
“tomorrow. 


Coxey sallied forth to the District 
building and announced his desire to 
move to the new camp grounds. Com- 
missioner Powell objected on a 
—<---ground that the proximity of J 

Creek with its foul odors made the 
place unhealthy. 

“We will fumigate the grounds,” said 
Mr. Coxey; “besides our people are 
very healthy. They can stand a great 
deal. If you could only have 
some of the trials and tribulations they - 
have undergone on their march here, 
you would not think the presence of a 
canal would affect them.” 

“How long do you expect to remain 
here?’ asked Commissioner Ross. 

Mr. Coxey smiled and chuckled 
audibly. 

“Why, we expect to remain here un- 
til we get action on our bills. The few 
men that are with us are only a fore- 
runner of what is coming. Of course, 
when the full strength of the army af- 
rives this lot will not be large enough.” 

Permission was granted Coxey to en- 
camp by the canal, on the condition 
that he would employ a plumber to 
make the necessary sanitary regulas 
tions. Coxey went at 4 o’clock to the 
office of the sergeant-at-arms of the 
House, armed with a letter of intro- 
duction from tthe Chief of Police to 
Col. Bright. He said to an Associated 
Press reporter: “Nothing remains to 
us but to make an amicable arrange- 
ment for meeting on the steps. We 
witl not insist on marching into the 
grounds. but when we reach the curb 
I will tel! the boys to break ranks 
and go in like other citizens.”

Some New ‘Light on the Dark 
Mystery. 


What. Detective Lawson Has Found in: Prof. 
Sanders’s Diary — The Fictitious 
Knausch — His Part in — 
the Tragedy.

Wiliam Wotton settled in this 
county upward of thirty-five years ago 
and for twenty-five years he has been 
a& member of the Visalia lodge of Odd 
Fellows. He was an Englishman. by 
birth. He was a good citizen and re- 
spected by all who knew him. While 
only possessed of a common-school éd- 
ucation, he was a money-making mah, 
and liberal with his fel:ow-men., By 
industrious habits he became possessed 
of over three thousand acres of as 
good land. as there is in the county. 
He owned cattle €nd horses, and on 
two banks he could: draw his check 
for any reasonable: amount. 

W. A. Sanders crossed ‘the 
plains in the early Sixties, and, with 
his parents, settled down in Tehama 
county.- For a time he was principal 
of the Tehama school. Later on he 
drifted from the profession of schoo! 
teaching to mining, and ‘‘Sanders’s 

nd’’ at one. time’ was a well-known 
Place among the miners of Northern 
California. 

-Disposing of his property interests in 
Tehama county Prof. Sanders ‘came 
here. For upward of ten years he was 
the principal of many of the schools in 
the county, and the academy. here. 

A better-posted man on botany and 
horticulture does not live in this mid- 
dle section, and Sanders’s ranch is a 
marvel to behold: Trees and shrubs 
from every known clime are in abun- 
dance. He has gathered together al-

ter, and he states positively that the 
above is the first reference to the man 
who never existed. 

On April 28. 1888, the professor’s diary 
shows the following: 

“Came to Los Angeles by morning 
train. Traveled _ by street-cars about 
Los Angeles till noon, then took train 
for Pasadena. Visited with Dr. Carr 
all afternoon. Took supper there. Rode 
to depot with Dr. Wills. Got. back to 
Los Angeles at 9 evening. 

“Jordan got off the train and Knausch 
got on at. Ontario.” 

On Friday, April 29, 1887, . the pro- 
fessor continued his diary record: 
“Took street-car rides about Los An- 
geles city till noon, then took the train 
for home.” 

On April 30 the professor writes in his 
diary ‘that he met Knauscn on the train 
en route to San Fra 
In the twenty es secured by 
Detective there are probably a 
dozen refrences to .—Knausch, but none 
previous to 1887..

up Knausch’s wealth to his neighbors. 
The professor handles his pen in. an 
artful manner, and the praise of 
Knausch and his schemes were lauded 
to the sky.

Years of talking about Knausch finally 
miade his neighbors believe that there 
was such a man.

For three weeks previous to Febru- 
ary 1 Sanders spent four days out of 
each week at the Wootton ranch. 

On February 1 William Wootton was 
seen to leave his ranch in company

On February 3 Prof. Sanders placed 
on record deeds of all of William Woot- 
ton’s.land.

At about: 3: 15 o’clock this morning a 
lamp exploded at the Four-mile Meuse 
at Mondonville on the road to Sants 
Monica. The flames spread so rapidly 
that the inmates had no opportunity of 
Saving anything, and were glad to eg 
cape with their. lives. The building 
was a two-story frame structure, and 
when the - fiames once were 
fairly started they spread with the 
greatest rapidity. There were no 
facilities for extinguishing the fire ag 
the place is some distance beyond the 
city limits, and the house was soon 
burned to the ground. Mrs. Vignola 
had her hair all burned from her head, 
the family having barely time enough 
to rush out in their night-clothes amid 
the roaring flames. Mrs. Vignola’s 
face was biistered by the flames 
and she was quite severely scorched 
otherwise: No other accidents to the ine 
mates were reported at the hour of 
going to- press. j

An Object Lesson in 


Railgoad Growth. 
California Rates Being Made by 
Way of St. Paul. 


Excursions to See the Iron-clad

Gast-bound Travel is Picking Up Some—

An object lesson on the growth of 
railroads and their facilities was no- 
ticed vesterday on the Southern Pacific 
storage sidetrack, in East Los Ange- 
les. ‘Tiwo ‘box cars coypled together ex- 
emplified the progress made in q few 
years in the carriage of freight. One 
‘car was lettered for the Central Pa- 
cific, numbered 780, weight 21,400 
pounds, was twenty-eight feet long 
and had an indicated capacity of 20,000 
pounds. The other Southern Pacific 
car, No. 73,867, weight 28,100 pounds, 
length thirty-four feet, and a carrying 
capacity of 60,000 pounds. It will be 
seen that the car which can carry 
thirty tons is only 6,700 pounds heav- 
fer than the car which cannot be 
loaded ‘with more than ten tons. These 
two cars, coupled together in a train, 
prove ‘that a ‘‘carload’’ can be a most 
uncertain quantity.

DUEL THE DEATH 


The Details of the Monte | 


Maclovio Garcia the-Name of the | 


Man Killed. 


Shot by Juan Orosco Purely in 
Defense. 


The Trouble Over a Young Mexican Woman 
With Whom Garcia Was ‘Living— 
Orosco Exonerated by the 
Coroner’s Jury,~ 

An inquest was held at Savannah by 
Coroner Cates yesterday afternoon 
upon the body of Maclovio Garcia, a 
native of Mexico, 28 years of age, 
who was shot and killed, presumably 
in self-defense, by Juan Orosco, about 
four miles from El Monte Sunday last, 
as briefly Stated in The Timés yéster- 
day morning. ae 

From the testimony taken before the 
‘jury of inquisition it was gathered 
that young Garcia lived with a’ hand- 
some Mexican girl named Ygnacia 
Bermudas in'an adobe house on. the 
El Monte road. On Sunday morning 


last, while the girl,was sitting’in’ the | 


doorway of the. house, a wagon, in 
which were six ‘young Mexicans,. drove 
by and the occupants, including-Orosco, 
called out to her in somewhat .too 
familiar terms, considering the fact , 
that they were strangers to her. 
Shortly after the wagon had disap- 
peared Garcia asked the girl what the 
men had said to her, and upon learn- 
ing of their familiarity, mounted his 
horse and galloped after them, evi- 
dently bent upon avenging their in- 
sults. He overtook the wagon about 
a mile from his house, and, riding 
alongside the vehicle, he inquired for 
a man named Orosco and _ requested 
that individual to step down upon the 
road for a few minutes, as he wished 
to speak with him. Orosco promptly 
acceded to the request, and the men 
walked several paces away from the 
wagon talking earnestly together. To 
the surprise of Orosco’s companions, 
who were joking and laughing in the 
agzon, shots were heard, and, on look- 
ing fn’ thé direction of the two inen, 
they diseévered that a duél' was in 
progress: Garcia, who was armed 
with a@ sriiall 32-caliber pistol, fired four 
shots, but Orosco, who had a 44-caliber. 
Colt’s, only fired three times, his third 
shot taking effect in Garcia’s forehead, 
the bullet entering his brain and kill- 
ing him almost instantly. Orosco es- 
caped with a painful wound in his 
right hand. 
Upon assuring himself that Garcia 
was dead, Orosco and his companions 
drove back to El Monte and. reported 
the affair t6 thé lsdcal constable, to 
wh6m the survivor of the duel surren- 
dered himself. | 
The jury, upon learning these facts, 
returned a verdict that the deceased | 
came to his death from the effects of 
“a pistol shot in the hands of one Juan 
Orosco in self-defense.” 


Collector Weiborn Estimates That But Few 

of the Heathens Have Neglected to 
Take Out the Required. 
Gertificates. 7 


(San Francisco Chronicle, Sunday:) 
On next Thursday the time allotted 
for registering coolies, provided for by 
the Geary-McCreary act, Will éxpire, 
and Cifhese labo who have not 
complied with the law will be subject 
to deportation. ‘At the close of busi- 
ness last night about forty-four thou- 
sand one ‘hundred and forty-nine cer- 
tificates had been issued throughout 
this district, and this number is ex- 
pected to reach 46,000 on ‘May 3. 

Collector Wellborn and those who 
are familiar with Chinese matters are 
confident that nearly every resident 
Chinese who is required to fegister 
has done so, and it will not be neces- 
sary to send very many back to China. 
There will certainly. be no occasion 
for extending the time for registration. 
The last United States -oensus of the 
Chinese.in the district 51,877, and 
‘when those other than laborers are 
taken from that. number it shows that 
the coolies are almost. fully registered. 

Collector Welburn has so arranged 

that, if it becomes necessary, 6000 appti- 
cants can be registered during the 
four- days which remain fer that pur- 
pose. During the past ‘week there has 
not been a great rush, and every ap- 
plicant has been recorded on ithe reg- 
isters upon the day of. his. application. 
} In some instances it -has been neces- 
sary to delay the issuance of the cer- 
tificate for a few days,. but at the 
present time only a few are on’ hand 
for delivery.  . 
. At the beginning of registration Col- 
lector Welburn furnished the depart: 
| ment ‘at Washington with an estimate 
ofthe number of Chinese in the dis- 
trict, and he plated the figures at 
50,000, out of which he expécted 45,000 
to register. For San.#rancisco the es- 
timate was about 23,000, hut the regis- 
tration here will fall considerably be- 
low that number. Throughout the dis- 
trict the registration in the towns 
has exeeeded the stimate. 

At the’cldsé of bisiness on last Thurs- 
day the number registered in some of 
the principal towns was as follows: 
San Francisco, 19,731; Sah Jose, 2919; 
Watsonville, 1814; Los Angeles, 4153; 
Santa Barbaze, 1277; San Diego, 824; 
Fresno,- 3639;° Bakersfield, 1074: Stock- 
‘ton, 1002; San Bernardino, 710;-Oakland, 
1286; Visalia, 534; Merced, 567; total in 
fiistrict, 42,649. To the latter figures an 
estimate of 1500 has been added for the 
registration of Friday and Saturday, 
which gives a total of 44,149 to date. 

The delay occasioned by the authori- 
ties at Washington after the passage 
of the McCreary act was expected to 
prove disasterous, and it was generally 
predicted that it would be impossible 
to accommodate'the applicants, espe- 
cially in this district, which is the 
largest in Chinese population in the 
United States. Collector Welburn 
mapped out his work with a — great 
amount of care and good ju ent, 
and with the aid of sixty-eight deputies 
at work throughout the district he haz 
been able to register nearly’ every 
coolie.. He says that if, any fail to ob- 
tain certificates it will be their fault 
and not his. 

After May 3 the stubs of certificates, 
which have been issued in all parts; of 
the district together with the. duplicate 
photographs, will be sent to the Col- 
lector. After being received a thor- 
ough investigation will be made to learn 
whether duplicate certificates have been 
issued. It js believed that coolies have 
obtained cer'tificates.in one place ana 
then have gone. to another and secured 
a second. If this has been done it will 
be detected and the Chinesé guilty of . 
the act will be arrested and punisned.

ECHO OBSERVATORY. 


Edward Swift Has Arrived With the Sixteen- 
inch Refractor. ‘ 

Edward Swift, the son and valuable 
assistant of ‘Astronomer Swift, in his 
scientific work, arrived at Echo Moun- 
tain from the East, via the Santa Fe 
route, yesterday morning. The 
precious object glass of the great, 
sixteen-inch refractor, with which Dr.

There have been churches established, 
on fourteen: of the Marshall Islands 
and within a few years it is expected 
the remaining islands in .that group 
will have churches established on. them. 
All of the islands in the Marshall group 
are to a degree circular in-form and of 
coral formation. In. most cases, With 
the exception of a slight break, the 
island consists of a narrow. strip of 
land, sometimes as much as fifty miles 
in length, inclosing a salt lagoon. The 
land is level and seldom more than 


mark. The natives subsist mostly on 
bread fruit, cocoanuts and pandanus, 
The . last-named fruit is 
somewhat like a blackberry would 
be if magnified soias.to be about 
twelve inches in length. The member- 
ship of the churches on these islands 
ranges from twenty: to two Ahundred 
and the total membership about 1200. 
Strong’s Island in the-Caroline group 
is of different formation and is ap- 
parently of volcanic origin. It contains 
a large number of hills and valleys al- 
though only about seven’ or eight miles 
in diameter. The climate, like that of 
most South Sea islands,’ is delightful. 
‘The temperature seldom: Varies more 
than 10 deg: Rains are frequent;;there 
being showers usually-on two days aut 
of three. The soil is not as fertile as’ 
that of Southern California, but with 


much sunshine-and- moisture -vege- 


tation grows with astonishing rapidity. 
Both the hills and the valleys the year 
around are as green as emerald. 

There are streams of water and quite 
a wide range of fruits is included in 
the productions. Notwithstanding there 
is s® much heat and moisture the at- 
mosphere is seldom sultry and the 
nights are cool. The average tempera- 
ture is about 80 deg. ~ 

The Caroline group ig under control 
of Spain. A protectorate was estab- 
lished over the Marshall group by Ger- 
many about seven years ago. German 
traders are located on nearly all of the 
Islands in that group and have a main 
trading establishment on one of them. 

The principal commercial production 
furnished by the natives is prepared 
cocoanut. For this they may purchase

Speculating on the Price of tay—News Notes 
and Personals. 

POMONA, April 30. — (Special Corre- . 
sponderice;) There’ are’ many: farmers in- 
Pomona VaMey who believe the price of 
hay here will not go above $18 a ton at 
any time during the summer season, not- 
withstanding this will probably.be the 
adryest year for farming known in Cali- 
fdrnia since 1876.. There have been some 
people who believe that hay might go to 
$30 a ton before the season is over, but 
the opinion seem sto obtain that there is 
so much hay left over from previous 
years, so many immense barns hereabouts 
are stocked with. baled hay, and there are 
so many acres of alfalfa in and about 
Pomona that. the value of hay will not 
rise to anywhere near $30 a ton. One or 
‘two men in this locality’ who invested 
several thousand dollars each in barley 
and alfalfa hay as a speculation last No- 
vember, and have kept their: product un-_ 
til now, will realize from 100 to 150 per 
cent. on their outlay.
